1 . (currently amended) A portable apparatus comprising: 

a non-volatile storage medium capable to store digital content from a data 
communication network, wherein the digital content comprises a first digital content and 
a second digital content, the first digital content including a link to the second digital 
content; 

a display communicatively coupled to the non-volatile storage medium, wherein 
the display is operable to display images of the digital content subsequent to 
downloading and storing the digital content, and wherein the display is operable to 
render the digital content using a web browser regardless of whether the portable 
apparatus is coupled to the data communication network; and 

a processor, communicatively coupled to the non-volatile storage medium , the 
processor operable to execute instructions causing the processor to: 

receive a data cast transmission including content bundles, wherein the data cast 
transmission is a high definition television (HDTV) transmission, and wherein the 
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content bundles are received on unused portions of the HDTV transmission, wherein 
the content bundles comprise at least selected content bundles requested by a user and 
secondary service data: 

filter the received content bundles so that the selected content bundles are 
stored in a portable non-volatile storage and the secondary service data are blocked: 
and 

display at least some of the stored content bundles, wherein the stored content 
bundles are displayed using the web browser on the display

14. (Currently Amended) A method of receiving data cast transmission, the method 
comprising: 

receiving , at a client computer, a data cast transmission including content 
bundles, wherein the data cast transmission is a high definition television (HDTV) 
transmission, and wherein the content bundles are received on unused portions of the 
HDTV transmission , wherein the content bundles comprise at least selected content 
bundles requested bv a user and secondary service data : 
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filtering the received content bundles so that the selected content bundles are 
stored in a portable non-volatile storage and the secondary service data are blocked : 
and 

displaying at least some of the stored content bundles, wherein the stored 
content bundles are displayed using a web browser on a peripheral browsing device 
coupled to the portable non-volatile storage. 

16. (Currently Amended) A non-transitory computer-readable storage medium storing 
an executable program that instructs one or more processors to perform the following 
operations: 

receive a data cast transmission including content bundles, wherein the data cast 
transmission is a high definition television (HDTV) transmission, and wherein the 
content bundles are received on unused portions of the HDTV transmission , wherein 
the content bundles comprise at least selected content bundles requested bv a user and 
secondary service data : 

filter the received content bundles so that the selected content bundles are 
stored in a portable non-volatile storage and the secondary service data are blocked : 
and 

display at least some of the stored content bundles, wherein the stored content 
bundles are displayed using a web browser on a peripheral browsing device coupled to 
the portable non-volatile storage.
